4 of Heading No 0101/06 of the Import Trade Control Policy Book (Volume I) 
for April 1977—March 1978, in terms of which applications from Stud farms 
Cor import of horses for breeding purposes will be considered by the CCI and E, 
New Delhi. 
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2. There iii considerable demand m foreign countries for Indian saddle horses. 
This export potential can be tapped by hoise breeders in India, Wiih a view 
to encouraging them to enter export trade. Government has decided that requests 
for import of stallions and broodmares by bona fide breeders under export 
oriented schemes will also be consideied On merits Applications from hor^e- 
biocdeis for thij purpose should be made to the CCI&E, New Delhi in the same 
manner and in accordance with the provisions referred to in para 1 above. 

3 Import licences, whenever gi anted undei this scheme, will be subject to 
the conditions (a) that the importer will export herses/mares m value equal 
to three times the value of the import licence, during a period of three years, 
and (b) that such exports shall commence fiom the 6th year after the issue 
ot the import licence, excluding the year m which it is issued The exports 
will be watched on an annual basis and the value of the annual export obligation 
will be equal to the value of the import licence For this purpose, the importer 
will be required to execute a bond, backed by a revolving bank guarantee of 
value equal to 26 per cent of the value of the import licence, before actual 
imports are aiianged.
